Section 10. The sum of $7,500,000, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, 1s appropriated to the Department of
Corrections from the General Revenue Fund for a grant to the
President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners for
expenses associated with the operations of the Cook County

Juvenile Detention Center.

Section 15. The amount of $1,500,000, or so much thereof
as may be necessary, is appropriated from the General Revenue
Fund to the Department of Corrections for a grant to the Cook
County Sheriff's Office for the expenses of the Cook County

Boot Camp.

Section 20. The amount of $790,000, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, 1s appropriated to the Department of
Corrections from the General Revenue Fund for re-entry,

transitional and related services.

Section 25. The amount of $1,500,000, or so much thereof
as may be necessary, 1is appropriated to the Department of
Corrections from the General Revenue Fund for expenses

associated with the operation of the Franklin County Juvenile
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Detention Center, including a juvenile methamphetamine pilot

program.

ARTICLE 999

Section 999. Effective Date. This Act takes effect

July 1, 2008.".
